SENATORS REFUSE TO GO ON RECORD AS. 


AN NEXATIONISTS. 


Interference by the President Repudiated 
— The Question of Annexation Open 


Compromise by Viles—The Senate Is 
Now Free to Act. 


WasuinoTon, D. O., May 81.—One of the 
most important and most significant actions 
taken by the Senate lately was the adoption 
of the Hawalian resolution this morning by a 
vote of 55 to 0. 

Although Mills said he would vote nay if 
he were not paired, the Senate condemned 
the policy of the President and Gresham 
and refused to put itself on record in regard 
to annexation. 

In fact the vote shows plainly that the 
Senate is in favor of annexation, and if 
given @ chance would ratify a treaty. The 
true meaning of the resolation is that the 
Senate repudiates any interference by the 
President, and leaves the question of annex- 
ation open and yet to de settled. 

RESULT OF A COMPROMISE. 

The whole thing was the result of a com- 
promise on the part of Senator Vilas, the 
chief cuckoo of the Senate, and those in 
favor of Kyle’s resolution. The vote on 
Tuesday scared the cuckoosand Vilas began 
negotiations with Senator Kyle for a com- 
promise. The resolution adopted to-day was 
the outcome, and to insure its passage it 
was given to Foreign Relations Oommittee 
to present. 

Senator Cockrell on Tuesday offered the 
old resolution because it declared against 
annexation, and this was a pointer to Vilas. 

FREE ACTION. 

Tbe Senate has declared the President shall 
keep his hands off, and, as stated, leaves 
itself free hereafter to act on the great ques- 
tion of annexation. | 


IN THE SENATE. 


The Bribery Investigation—The Treaty 
With Rusesiea—Hawatiian Matters. 


WaSHINGTON, D. O., Mar 81.—Senator 
Turpie presented a set of resolutions adopted 
by the Legislature of Ohio, protesting 
against the Russian extradition treaty. 

Senator Hill then offered his resolution 
directing the Bribery Investigation Commit- 
tee to throw open its doors tothe public. It 
went over until to-morruw. 

Senator Turple offered a joint resolution 


declaring that it was no longer to the in- 
terest ofthe United States to continue the 
treaty with Russia ratified on April 21, 
and that notice be served upon 
the Emperor of Russia that he 
United States purposes to terminate 
that treaty at the expiration of six months, 
the time required to be given Dy the treaty. 
He also reported from the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs a resolution with a unani- 
mous recommendation that it pass, a substi- 
tute for the Hawalian resolution reported 
some months ago. It made no reference to 
annexation and was as follows: 

Resolved, By the Senate of the United States, that 
of right itb elongs whoily to the people of Hawali to 
estabiish and maintain their own form of govern- 
ment and domestic policy; that the Unised States 
ought net in any way to interfere therewith and that 
interferenee in the political affairs of these isiands 
by any other Government willi be regarded as an ast 
unfriendly to the United States. 

Senator Mills explained that the resolution 
did not meet his approval, although he 
would not vote egainst it. elieving that 
this Government has overthrown an exist- 
ing Government in Hawaii he thought it the 
duty of the United States to tear down the 
oligarchy set up io its name. The resolution 
was theh passed upanimously, fifty-five 
Senators voting for it. Senator Mills did not 
vote. 

Senator Peffer (Pop.) of Kansas offered a 
resolution, which was appropriately re- 
ferred, instructing the Judiciary Committee 
to report whether the Government of the 
United states could by virtue of an act of 
Congress constitationally take possession of 
and hold for public uses, paying compensa- 
tion therefor, all the coal beds of the coun- 


try. 

The tariff bill was taken up. Several 
amendments offered to the lumber para- 
graphs looking to a duty on rough timber 
were voted down dy a strict party vote. 
Senator Allen moved to strike out paragraph

Three White Men. 


Wounded One of Them While They 
Were Escaping. 


AN EMBANKMENT PROBABLY SAVED 
THE OTHERS FROM INJURY. 


The Trio Captured by the Police—One Ad- 
mite That Liberties Were Taken Witb 
Mre. Silas Jobnson—Olaimed by Them 
That They Hed All Been Drinking 
Beer With Her. 


Report was made tothe police to-day of a 
Garing criminal assault said to have been 
perpetrated about 7:30 o clock this morning 
by three white men on a colored woman, 
who shot one of her assailants as he was 
making his escape. The woman in the case 
is Mrs. Clara Johnson, wife of Silas Jonhn- 
son, a teamster, at No. 5812 North Second 
street. 

At the hour mentioned three men who 
represented themselves to be members of 
Kelly’s army, but who were gubsequentiy 
found not to be, called at] the above house, 
and Knocked at the dor. 

Mrs. Johuson opened the door, and the 
men asked her to give them break 
fast. Her story is that she ro plied 
that breakfast was over. Thereupon one of 
them, she says, named Mike Cooney, forced 
his way in, and, seizing her, carried her to a 
bed in the front room and threw her on it. 

Weitzel, one of the other mon, 
followed and held her, while 
Cooney, it is claimed, assaulted her. Then 
Cooney held her and. Weitzel assaulted her, 
she says. As they were about to leave Mrs. 
Johnson jumped to her feet, and seizing a 
shot-gun which stood in the cor- 
ner fired it at them. The discharge 
took effect in Cooney's right arm, still he 
ran away with the others and all made their 
escape. 

THE PRISONERS, 

But for the close proximity of the conduit 
embankmept, which was just east of the 
cottage, Mrs. Johnson would undoubedly 
have made another wing shot; the 
men, however, ran across the 
embankment and were immedately hidden 
from view. She gave the alarm and fur- 
nished the police with descriptions of them, 
and as all are well Known about Lowell, they 
were soon taken by Officer Konitz. 

They gave their names and 


dresses as follows: Mike Cooney, 
stranger in city; John Weltzel, 
5341 McKissock avenue, and Wm. Wilkinson, 
5227 North Second street. The two latter 
were taken to the O’ Fallon Park Station. 


Cooney’s wound was in the 7 ay elbow, 
and after being registered at O’Fallon Park 
Police Station, he was sent to the City 
Hospital a prisoner. The other two, as well 
as the woman, were locked up in the 
O'Fallon Park Station, the men charged 
with criminal assault, and the negress with 
shooting with intent to kill. 


THE Wok SEEN. 
She stated that when the men frst 
appeared at the door she had just 


left her bed and was preparing to cook her 
breakfast, her husband having gone to his 
work ina Broadway saloon some time de. 
fore. They demanded breakfast for ail 
three, and she told them she was 
too poor to spare it. Thereupon, 
according to her statement (which is cor- 
roborated by Wilkinson), Cooney seized her 
and threw her upon the bed Weit- 
tel assisting. Then Weitzel assauited her 
with Cooney’s help. All three men now ran 
from the house eastward over the conduit 
embankment. ‘the woman got upon her 
feet, seized a double-barrel shotgun that 
stood near the bed and fired, with what re- 
sult has already been stated. 


DRANK BEER. 
Wetzel is a short, stocky fellow of per- 
haps 25 years, who says he has been out of 


work for some weeks, but was last employed 
at the Water Worksas a coal passer. He 
said he was taken to the house by Uooney, 
whe claimed the woman had invited him 
to come there to wash up, the 
men having no lodgings. When they got 
there, Weitzel says, Cooney gave him 10 
cents and he brought beer in a jug fur- 
nished by the woman. After they had drank 
it Cooney and Mrs. Johnson went into the 
room where the assault is said to have oc§ 
curred. Weitzel says he took no part in the 
alleged assault. Wilkinson likewlse de- 
clares that he was a passive spectator.

None of the men have any connection with 
Kelley’s army. They are all well-known to 
the police, as are the Johnsons, who are said 
to be industrious, inoffensive people. Mrs. 
Johnson is fat, black and 47. 

Officer Louis Konitze, who made the ar- 
rest, said he saw Weitzel, Cooney 
and the woman drinking whisky together 
at Klasing's saloon, Broadway and De Soto 
avenue, ats o'clock this morning. All three 
were rather hilarious. He said Clara Jobn- 
son is drunk nearly allthe time and has no 
good reputation.

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NO HOPE NOW 


Fruitless Result of the Operators’ 
Conference at Springfield. 


The Consolidated Co. Declined to Take 


Part in the Proceedings. 


M’BRIDE SAYS THIS ACTION MEANS A 
DECLARATION OF WAR, 


And the Strike Will Be Fought Ont to the 
Bnd-—The Meeting Adjourned Sine 
Die, Raving Accomplished Nothinge— 
A Resolution Which Oaused Much 
Disousslon— The Situation at Bevier— 
Troops Called Out in Iowa. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., May 81.—The conference 
of the coal operators of Iilinois, held in the 
Senate Chamber to-day was a fallure so far 
as results are concerned, Something 
less than fifty operators were in attendance 
and they were from the North- 
erp and Central fields, the Southern 
felds being entirely unrepresented. Onarles 
Ridgely, President of the Consolidated Coal 
co., fiatly refused to go near the conferencé 
or to abide by anything t perators might 
agree upon. When the gonference was 
called to order C. C. Brown ofSprinafield was 
made chairman and Paul Morton of Peoria 
secretary. A canvass of the dele- 
gates present showed that the total 
tonnage represented was 4,521,000, about 
one-fourth of the tonnage of the State. C. 
M. Swallow, a Danville operator, said he 
bad concluded to take no part in the meet- 
ing. 

A. L. Sweet of Chicago, President of the 
Northern Illinois Coal Operators’ Associa- 
tion, offered the following resolution: 

Whereas the coal operators of Northern 
Illinois have been called to convention at 
Springfield to meet the operators of Southern 
and Central Illinois and in pursuance of the 
said call all mines of Northern fields are 
represented, and we deplore to find that the 
Oentral and Southern fields have so small a 
representation that a settlement of the 
present difficulties seems impossivie, there- 
fore 
@Resolvea, That we always have paid the 
dest prices for mining of any coal fields in 
thisor any other State, and are ready now 
to agree upon and x upon a scale of prices 
to be pald by us that ts relatiy~ 7 fairto other 
fields inthis and other States which finda 
market for their product in competition with 
our coal, 

F. W. Tracy of Springfield objected to the 
adoption of the resolution on the ground that 
itwasa matter for the Northern Illinois 
operators alone to consider. The resolution 
was voted down. Mr. Tracy then made a 
speech deploring the fallare of the operators 
to come together. He said there was no pos- 
sibility of anything being accomplished, and 
he voted to adjourn sine die. 

„We are not conquered by the miners,’’ 
he declared, ‘‘but weare conquered by the 
other operators. We can do nothing unless 
all the operators of the State agree to the 
same thing. Motion to adjourn was lost, 
but was shortly revived. The Northern Illi. 
nois operators professed, want todo busi- 
ness. T. J. Lloyd of Chatham moved that 
the operators present form a permanent or- 
ganization, but this motion failed to get a 
second, The discussion ran on ina desultory 
way. 

„„This meeting proves, said T. J. Spell- 
man of Danville, that the operators of IIIi- 
nois intend to run their own business. We 
can do nothing here. Let us go home and 
trust to time to settle this strike. 

He renewed the motion to adjourn sine die. 
which had been voted down several times, 
and it prevailed. 

The executive officers of the miners met 
this morning to be in readiness to answer 
the summons of the operators. But they 
were not sent for. The failure of the opera- 
tors toaccomplish anything to-day practi- 
cally ends all hope of an immediate settle- 
ment of the strike so far as Illinolsis con- 
cerned. The feeling among the Iilinois 
operators is that all depends on a settlement 
in Ohio and Indiana, where the trouble origi- 
nated, 

National President McBride said of the 
action ofthe operators: This means war 
to the Knife, We had hoped they might 
show some disposition to reach an agree- 
ment, but the mass of the operators seem in- 
clined to do nothing. Ifear now the worst 
is yet to come.“ 

State President Crawford made 
stantially the same statement. 

"The Southern Illinois operators say they 
now go home and try and effect a settlement 
with theirown mea, on the best terms they 
can secure.

TROUBLE IN IOWA. 


Troops Sent to Prevent a Riot in the

About 
1,500 men are on strike there, Those who are 
still working the minesin the Muchakinock 
district number about 500, and they are all 
colored. Eversincethe other miners went 
out they have been trying to get the colored 
men out also. Thus far they have failed, 


and while they have attempted no vio- 
lence, they have succeeded, by gathering 
about in groups of from 100 to 1,200,in making 
affairs so unpleasant for the colored men 
that they have armed themselves. The op- 
erator is standing by them. When the strike 
was first extended to this district the opera- 
tor told his men he didn't care whether they 
worked or not, but those who remained with 
him would be protected. Thus far he has 
succeeded in keeping his word, and he will 
stand by the working miners to the last.

SHORT OF COAL.

One road purchased 1,000 cars of soft 
coal and paid at least 50 cents à tod more than 
the price that prevailed in Chicago six 
months ago.

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THE SENATORIAL 1880. 

Two plans are proposed in the House for 
the treatment of the tariff bill when it re- 
turns from the Senate. One is to effect 
the best possible compromise and rush it 
through. The other is to reject all com- 
promise and if the Senate declines to pass 
a genuine tariff reform go to the country 
on the record of the. House and make an 
issue of Senatorial obstruction. 

Compromise or no compromise, tariff 
bill or no tariff bill, the issue of Sen- 
atorial obstruction should be made. The 
latter plan would more sharply define it. 
The point that the Senate must be mended 
as an essential step to sound reform legis- 
lation would be strongly emphasized if it 
were held responsible for an utter failure 
of tariff reform. But even if a compromise 
is agreed to the issue should be made, and 
there will be ample ground upon which to 
base it. 

If Congress foists on the country the 
spawn of conspiracy and corruption which 
now passes for a tariff reform bill, the 
difference between what it is and what it 
ought to be will be due tothe Senate. The 
delay which has inflicted untold damage 
on the interests of the people is the Sen- 
ate’s work. The bargains plastered over 
the bill are the results of dickers between 
Senatorial speculators and greedy pluto- 
crats. The Senate has proved not merely 
an obstruction to sound reform legislation, 
but am enemy to it and theally of those 
who grow rich in the plunder of the peo- 
ple. 

The experience of the past year has 
brought out with impressive force the de- 
generacy of the Senate. It has shown that 
under its present organization and mode 
of selection it is not in touch with the 
people and cannot be trusted to execute 
their will. The plan of election by Legis- 
latures removes the Senate too far from 
popular control and affords opportunities 
for unscrupulous adventurers to purchase 
senatorial seats, The mending of the 
Senate is an issie which must be settled 
as soon as possible.

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AN INSUFFICIENT REMEDY. 


Mr. John Burns, the famous Socialist 
member of the British Parliament, proposes 
that no member shall be permittedito serve 
asa director in any private corporation or 
company organized for commercial or 
financial purposes. He is prompted to 
this by the disgraceful failure of certain 
enterprises which had been fathered and 
promoted by a number of prominent politi- 
cians,some of them being Cabinet officials. 

Mr. Burns“ motion is aimed at the sort 
of corruption which is turning legislative 
bodies in America into mere tools of spec- 
ulators and seekers after special privi- 
leges. The evil is more conspicuous in 
this country and has come to be so com- 
mon that it is now taken almost as a mat- 
ter of course. In England it has not at- 
tracted so much attention because the idea 
of popular, rather than class representa- 
tion, has not yet been fully worked out in 
parliamentary institutions.

AN UNHONORED PATRIOT. 


The conjunction of two dispatches in 
this morning’s papers offered food for in- 
teresting thought. One gave an account 
of a celebration in honor of Thomas 
Paine by the Brooklyn Philosophical So- 
clety, and the other told of preparation 
to honor Paine’s memory by a coterie of 
his admirers in Maryland, who, as the 
dispatch stated, despite his ‘‘lack of or- 
thodoxy in religion,” admire ‘‘the bold- 
ness of his patriotism and the great serv- 
ices he rendered the coloniesin achieving, 
their independence,’’ 

If the record of Paine’s works were con- 
fined to his services in behalf of political 
liberty and the rights of man he would 
ha ve enjoyed universal honor and the es- 
pecial gratitude of the American people as 
one of the heroes of American independence. 
His devotion to liberty led him to take 
part, at risk of all that men hold dear, in 
two revolutions which have wrought more 
for human freedom and happiness than 
any other events the world has known. 
But it led him also to attack religious 
creeds, and for that offense he has been 
stripped of honor and covered with oblo- 
quy. Men who would gladly have hon- 
ored the patriot and philosopher could not 
forgive the infidel.

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The Coal Operators and the Strike. 
To the Bditor of the Post- Dispatch: 8 


Tuis present gigantic coal miners’ strike is 


the most extended, the most damaging, the 
most important In its results ofall the strikes 
that have ever occurred in America. Wat 


ever may be the immediate result of this 
etrike (a and no one is wise enou to 
It), is evident to every thinking mind that 
it portends serious consequences, and, ff the 
pea are 4 into submission, it can 
onty be ase0 rt time when the same causes 
produce another and a far more danger- 
poe uprising, as every strike illustrates to 
the strikers the facilities with which they 
can come to ether and the damage they = 
inflict upon all in any way connected with 
the interest in which Saar are engaged. 

In all we readin the papers in regard to 

the great strike, in which the public seem to 
regarded as merely outsiders or indiffer- 
ent spectators, we hear very little said about 
the causes that have brought about this 
phenomenal a in the coal mines. The 
1 ape are inclined to look upon it as the re- 
sult of the financial crisis, through which the 
country passed, or 18 assing. and ciass it 
and other strikes with Coxeyism anda gen- 
eral upheaval. of everything except bi. 
tuminous coal, and, hence, manifest very 
little interest in the cause that bas really con- 
tributed almost entirely to bringing it aeons: 
With all the reticence there isin re 
this principal factor, we see X. 
some one who knows and is ho t and sin- 
cere enough to tell the plain truth in a simple 
comprehensive manner, confirming what the 
strikers claim, viz. During the height of 
the panic last summer, when there was a 
general shutting down of a great number of 
manufactories and coal consumers the opera- 
tors and handlers of coal persuaded the min- 
ers that in order to continue their labor a re- 
duction in the price of mining must be sub- 
mittedto. The miners recognized the fact 
and in most cases submitted to 
reduction, which amounted 
at some points to one-half 
or from 80 cents per ton to 40 cents—differing 
at different points from 30 to 40 cents reduc- 
tion, all with the understanding, if not the 
ositive agreement, that the old price should 
© resumed when the demand increased, 

It nas been published, and not denied to 
my knowledge, that the present price paid 
miners would not average in many mines 
more than $1.10 per day per man. 

It is not my purpose to discuss the char- 
acter or the occupation of a coal miner or 
the value of hislabor. It is quite enough for 
me to know that a large proportion have 
families depending upon their — and 
that the number of the fami ly can- 
not be counted upon the fingers 
of both hands, in many cases, 
Those of us who have families to provide for 
can judge whether the miners are correct 
when they charge that the operators and 
pao igh want themto work for ‘‘starvation 

rices 

The immediate cause, then, of the present 
strike is found in the failure of the Ar 
to perform their part of the contract. Or if 
no contract existed, in their fefusal to pay 
more than ‘starvation wages.” The prac- 
tical question that arises at this point is, 
Why have the employers not restored the 
former prices? or, Why do they not pay the 
miners living wages and thus save the 
country this great calamity? Another perti- 
nent question comes in right here, oat 
these mine operators * py pe. Se 
ready to explain, vis. ho got the bene - 
fit of the great n mode tact year by 
the miners?Agreeable to my recollection there 
was no reduction in the price of coal in this 
market, andlam not aware ot any in an- 
other retail market in this countr , although 
the winter was a remarkably mil ‘one. But 
be that as it may, there is no reason for com- 
pelling mento work ina coal mineat less 
pay than willkeep soul and body l 
There is a ubiversal demand for fu 
there is no reason for its being supplied for 
less than a reasonabie compensation for pro- 
duction. Whilel have no sympathy or apol- 
ogy for the vices or extortions charged 
against the coal miner, or any other class of 
strikers, I recognize no justice in om these 
upon them all the evils that result * t = 
oft repeated strikes, when it 
easily established that they — 
arise from the excessive competition of 
the dealers or manufacturers who are 

always ready to make a scapegoat of the 
employes. Thereare always exceptions to 
general rules, But until there is a change in 
public sentiment, and the cause of these in- 
creasing strikes in 20 many different occu- 
pations is better understood and appre- 
Clated, there seems no hope of permanent 
relief. And this even may be slow; but when 
the public fully understand thata lar 
tion ef their trials, losses and disappoint- 
ments, directly and indirectly, are occa- 
sioned through the selfish, grasping exac- 
tions of a comparatively small number of 
capitalists, speculators aud dealers, a rem

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UNEARTHED IN OHIO. 


The Bones of Mastodons Found Near 
Selma, in Olark County. 

, COLUMBUS, O., May 81,—In addition to the 
bones of the mastodon unearthed near 
Selma, in Clark County, a few days ago, the 
remains of another monster of this species 
was since found on the farm of Mr. Thomas 
Conway, near Catawba, inthe same county. 
The second find was dug out of the place 
which had once been a swamp. The 
bones were 118 in number and were found 
several feet under the surface. The bones 
unearthed weighed altogether about 700 
pounds and thatatatime when the decay of 
centuries had deprived them ofa great por- 
tion of their true weight. The bonesof the 
feet were not recovered, but further excava- 
tion, which will be conducted later, will 
probably result in findingthem. The valu- 
able acquisition was shipped tothe State 
University and is now in the museum. 

The skeleton will be restored, and when 
that is done it will rank as the second best 
in Ohio, and perhaps about fourth in the 
whole country. Fromthe fact that this is 
the third mastodon skeleton that has been 
discovered within a radius of six miles it 
may beinferred that the Central Western 
portion of Obio was a favorite babitation for 
these an imals. 


FOR HIS MOTHER’S MURDER. 


The Charge on Whicha 20-year-old Boy 
Is Held in a New York Prison. 


Fiusuine, L. I., May 81.—Locked in the 
cell of a police station in this town is a 
smooth-faced boyish-looking boy of 20 years, 
accused of killing his mother by meaus of 
poison. The boys name is Charley Sharkey. 
His father. John Sharkey, narrowly escaped 
death at the time his wife died on the 27th of 


last month. 
The two old people had just finished their 
breakfast of oatmeal and milk when they 


were stricken down. Before Dr. J. L. Hicks 
had arrived the mother had expired, but by 
the vigorous use of the stomach pump 
Sharkey’s life was saved. Arsenic was the

The Coroner has not fintshed his invest!- 
gation of the crime. The final sitting of the 
jury will take place to-morrow, when the 
rtofthe chemist who has been exam- 
ining the stomach of the murdered woman 
will submitted. It is said to-day that the 
chemist’s report will show the casse of 
death to be arsenical poisoning. In the oat- 
meal which wasanalyzed there was found 
eight grains of arsenic, enough to Kill an 
elephant. There was a full grain of the 
same deadly poison found in the stomach of 
the murdered woman, and more arsenic was 
discovered in the milk which was taken 
from the breakfast tabie and of which the 
two persons had drunk. 

The Sharkeys own a farm of forty-seven 
acres*¢ at Spring Hill, two miles south of 
Flushing. They have some thirty cows, and 
supply milk to customers in the town. Three 
wagons are kept busy on the milk route, and 
there are seven laboretrs on the farm. John

THE UNACCOUNTABLE ABSENCE OF GR-

What His Explanation Will Probably

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 81.—The Senate 
Investigating Committee held spasmodic 
meetings all day. The fact that the sugar 
schedule was pending in the Senate, perhaps, 
was the reason for the erratic method in 
which they convened and adjourned so often. 

Senator McPherson wasthe only witness 
before the committee. The committee seems 
to have put adouble lock on their mouths 
and as for Senator McPherson he was 
dumber than ever, for after the Senator was 
dismissed no one seemed to know what the 
witness had testified to. 

CARLISLE’S ABer. 

Secretary Carlisle aid not appear this 
morning, and when asked if he would, Sena- 
tor Gray replied: **He has not appeared 
ret. The chairman also said that if Secre- 
tary Carlisle did come before the committee, 
he would do it on his volition, because he 
had not been subpœnaed. 

It is stated that when Secretary Carlisle 
does come before the committee he will deny 
hat he bad anything to do with drawing up 
the sugar schedule at the request of the 
Sugar Trust. He will, it is claimed, 
explain that the schedule was sent 
him dy a member of the Financial Committee 
to put into legislative shape and language, 
and that he dictated it to his typewriter. 
Later, when at the Capitol, he was 
requested by the same member of 
the Finance Committee to redraft the 
amendment, as some charges were desired. 
This was done. He had no other know!l- 
edge of the amendment than this, and 
did not know it was dictated by the 
Sugar Trust, as is now charged. It 
is further stated that Secretary Carlisle 
will demand when he testifies that his tes- 
timony be made public, and if the commit 
tee does not do this he will give a statement 
to the press. 


THE FIGHT GROWING. 

Meanwhile the talk over the outcome of 
the fight over the sugar schedule in the 
House is increasing. Itisthought that the 
debate will run over several days next week. 
The free sugar men are very confident to- 
Gay of defeating the Sugar Trust amend- 
ment. 

FREE SUGAR.
